chere, in Truth, devotes a paye and a half 
to the case of Llrs. Castle, who was re- 
leased j-esterday, during which he says: 
"I learn that a few magistrates favored a 
heavier sentence and a few were for re- 
leasing the prisoner. 
Had she been re- 


leased on the ground of mental infirmity 
she would not have heen the gainer, for 
she would have been sent to a criminal 
lunatic asylum. The sentence seems to 
me light, considering the circumstances. I 
do not believe in kleptomania, for it only 
SC&DIS to attack the rich, and if it really 
exists I am sure that the punishment of 
every person stealing while 
suffering 


therefrom would have a very deterrent 
effect upon its spreading. 


"Mrs. Castle got off cheaply, when told 


of her imprisonment for three months 
without hard labor. The effect on her 
health seems improbable, for I gather she 
has been traveling in Europe, and, except 
for the matter of stealing, her health was 
the same as anybody else's. Probably the 
regret for what she has done and what 
has come to her for doing it will weigh on 
her spirits, but this is precisely the state 
of mind imprisonment is intended to pro- 
duce in a prisoner, and if this regret really 
caused her to be ill she should be trans- 
ferred to a hospital, where she would be 
cared for by all connected"with it 


"This Castle case is remarkable for the 


many objects found in the Castles' trunks, 
stolen in Vienna. How were the custom 
houses passed on the journey to England? 
One would have thought that the officers 
would have bean surprised to find such a 
large number of opera glasses and fans." 


Mr. Labouchere, after a sarcastic refer- 


Qnc€Jo* the .defense and acquittal of an- 
orherwealthy" woman for stealing hotel 
candlesticks, observes: 


"On the morning of Mrs. Castle's sen- 


tence a seamstress and a governess were 
sentenced at the same sessions to nine and 
six months' hard labor for stealing a fur 
necklet, and who had never previously 
been convicted. The governess fainted at 
the sentence. No medical experts testified 
that they were kleptomaniacs, no eminent 
counsel suggested that they would suffer 
in health by confinement, no one pitied 
them and no one sipncd a petition to the 
home secretary to shorten their sentence. 


"What matters how a poor fainting, 


friendless - governess or a half starved 
seamstress suffers? Give them hard labor 
and plenty of it What if their health is 
Injured? Let them die. . Let Mrs. Castle 
out of prison, Sir Matthew White Ridley. 
She has moved in the best circles and she 
has had no need to steal; but do not re- 
duce the sentences of the seamstress and 
governess by a single day. The best circles 
know them not. They are poor and help- 
less, which, in the opinion of all self re- 
specting persons, is in itself a crime." 


Commenting on the recent election in

I tho same as anybody olso’s. Probably the 


regret for w hat she has done and w hat 
has come to her for doing it will weigh on 
her spirits, but this is precisely tho state 
of mind imprisonment is intended to pro­ 
duce in a prisoner, and if this regret really 
caused her to bo ill sho should be trans­ 
ferred to a hospital, where she would be 
cared for by all connected with it. 


“This Castle case is remarkable for tho 
m any objects found in the Castles* trunks, 
stolen in Vienna.

Lot Mrs. Castlo 
out of prison, Sir Matthew W hite Ridley. 
She has moved in tho best circles and sho 
has had no need to steal; but do not re­ 
duce the sentences of tho seamstress and 
governess by a single day. Tho best circles 
know thorn not. They are poor and help­ 
less, which, in tho opinion of all self re­ 
specting porsons, is in itself a crime.” 


Commenting on tho recent election in 
the United States, Mr. Labouohero says: 


“If Bryan had boon wise ho would have 
gono in for bimetallism, if it pleased him, 
but ho could hayo left tho ratio indefinite.

The present state of things is evil 
and absurd; it tends to make the pub­ 
lic in their sections mutually contempt­ 
uous instead of universally respectful, 
and it thus becomes a means 
and 
cause of social degradation. The out­ 
cry of our Londoners about bad trade 
is ofter a result of feebleness and 
want of clear discernment. There is, 
In fact, excess of trade in unproduc­ 
tive vanities, diverting capital from 
reproductive work, and people in the 
main are living much above a prudent 
scale of outlay. 
A few save iheir 
money and inverse it; but the majority 
seek merely to appear perhaps a quar­ 
ter richer than they actually are, and 
thus they make themselves at once 
ridiculous and impoverished. 


Were they to rid themselves of half 
their foolish furniture and duly scrub 
their floors they might live decently 
without dependence upon ill-condition- 
ed servant girls, and might also multi­ 
ply deposits at the bank. 
W hat w t 
have now declared is no new thing, 
no first discovery. 
Some forty years 
ago a London preacher found it need­ 
ful to exhort his congregation to a gen­ 
eral abatement of their annual ex­ 
penditure and style of living. 
The 
advice, like much advice of value, 
firmly given, 
without 
vanity, 
was 
taken in good part, and the result was 
good. Why cannot other ministers in 
London do the same? 
Economy in 
habitude of life, in family and per­ 
sonal expenditure, is the foundation of 
a multitude of virtues, and especially 
of individual self-respect and of finan­ 
cial liberality.—Quarterly Review.

GRAINS FOE POUIiTKT. 


With the majority of poultry keep 


ers grain constitutes the principal 
part of their feeding ration, at least 
in money value. Of the grain used in 
this country probably Indian corn 
outweighs the rest. It ia fed whole, 
cracked, ground, raw or cooked. Corn 
contains very little bone forming ma- 
terial, while it is very rich in fat 
forming and warmth giving sub 
stances. Although corn produces eggs 
with yolks of dark color and rich fla- 
vor, it is not recommended for layers 
unmixed with other grains. For fat- 
tening purposes it cannot be excelled 
and should be fed in various forms to 
keep up the appetite. 


Oats are a good nerve food and are 


not fattening, but their sharpness is 
an objection to them, as is the amount 
of waste or useless matter in the 
husks, especially in poor, light grain. 
The first objection may be removed 
by grinding them very fine, but this 
'is difficult to do. Oatmeal is an ex- 
cellent food, but is rather expensive. 
If oats are to be fed whole or ground 
busks and ell, the heavier they are the 
cheaper. Forty pound oats contain 
but little if any more weight of huska 
than twenty-eight or thirty pound 
oats. Very light or small oats will 
often not be eaten unless they are 
soaked and made larger. This does 
not add to their nourishment, but 
compels bid die to get out what little 
there is in them. If hens that should 
lay are too fat, a diet of oats will re- 
duce the fatness. Ground oats and 
boiled potatoes make an excellent 
food for producing fertile eggs and 
vigorous chickens. 


Wheat and its by-products, screen* 


ings, bran and middlings, may form a 
part of an economical ration in many 
parts of our country. If screenings 
are used they should be fed raw, so 
the fowls should not be compelled to 
eat the dust, poisonous seeds and 
other foulness contained in them. 
Moistened bran is apt to produce 
scours, especially during the winter, 
and if fed at all should be alternated 
with whole grain. Though wheat is 
rich in material for growth, easy of 
digestion and stimulates egg produc- 
tion, it should be fed leas freely than 
corn, as too much of it produces diar- 
rhoea. 


In regions where corn cannot be 


successfully grown and barley may, 
the latter can be used as a very fair 
substitute; though all that is eaten 
does not seem to be digested, fowls 
will thrive on it for a wliile, and it 
may be used in the make-up of a ra- 
tion where raised or procured at a 
reasonable price. There is little value 
in barley malt; it must be fed fresh. 
If used too freely it scours. 
. In this country buckwheat is fed 
more to make a glossy plumage than 
as a staple part of the ration. It is 
very fattening, and in France, where 
largely used, it is said to be valuable 
in whitening the flesh. The yolk of 
eggs produced from it are pale. Sun- 
flower seeds are also good for giving a 
glossy plumage, and a few fed occa- 
sionally whet the appetite. 


Millet and Hungarian, on account 


of their small size, are very nice 
grains for young chicks, and where 
raised or when reasonable in price 
m»y help make up the variety in the 
ration of fowls. 


In rice-growing States that grain is 


often the cheapest feed that can be 
procured. This is especially so when 
oroken, or dirty or discolored from 
wetting. It is claimed to be better 
than corn meal for young chickens. 
In India it is much used for fattening 
poultry. It produces white flesh.— 
Farm, Field and Fireside. 


HOUSEHOLD AFFAIRS. 


BEOrPBS FOE PICSUNQ. 


To Pioale Cucumbers to Last a Year 


—Wash out and dry in the sun a sound 
butter tub. Pour into it two gallons 
of boiling water and in this dissolve 
enough sait to float an egg. It gener- 
ally requires a pint und a half. Add 
to this one ounce of saltpetre, and let 
it stand until cold. Then pick cucum- 
bers every day, as they ripen ; wash 
them well and put them in the brine, 
continuing to do eo until the tub is 
filled. Take great care in having 
good, sound and hard cucumbers. Any 
lesired herbs, or a few peeled onions, 
:an be put among them for flavoring. 
(Vhen the tub is filled, and the brine 
is over the cucumbers, spread a white 
;loth over them and put a board on 
top, with a stone on it so as to keep 
the cucumbers under water. Look 
ifter the cucumbers at least once a 
week, and if any ecurn has gathered 
ivash it off, put a clean cloth on top, 
ind replace the board and stone. In 
this way the cucumbers are utilized as 
they come from the garden, and, if 
sroperly attended to, will be nice and 
jrisp, and keep all winter. 


Pickled Stringbeans That Can Be 


CJsed as Salad—Make a brine strong 
enough to float an egg; string the 
beans, and put them in it for twenty- 
four hours. Then pour off the brine 
»nd parboil the beans in vinegar. Fill 
glass jars with them. Boil the vine- 
gar for half an hour with all kinds of 
spices: strain it, and dissolve in it 
some alum, allowing to every quart a 
piece of alum as large as a hazelnnt. 
Pour the vinegar hot over the beans, 
and close at once. 


Pickled Small White Onions—Peel 


the onions and boil them for a quar- 
ter of an hour in equal quantities of 
milk and water; drain them and put 
in glass jare. Boil whatever quantity 
of vinegar is required with the spice 
and pour boiling over the onions. Al- 
low to every gallon of vinegar half an 
onnce of mace, a quhrter of an ounce 
of white cloves, five tablespoon*tils of 
salt and half an onnce of alum. These 
onions, although easy to prepare, will 
be found economical as well as a, great 
relish. 
The milk makes them less 


pugnent and the alum makes them 
softer and helps to keep them all win- 
ter. 


Pepper and Cabbage Pickle—This 


pickle is quickly made, economical 
and fit for daily use. Chop together 
six large-sized green peppers and one 
irm head of cabbage. 
While chop- 


}ing add one and a balf cupfuls of 
salt, half a teaspoonful of cayenne 
jepper, a teaspoonful of ground all- 
spice and one-half pound of white 
mustard seed. When chopped quite 
ine put in crocks or glass jars, cover 
with good, cold vinegar and tie up 
light, so that no air gets in. It will 
>e found to be ready for use in six 
weeks, and is an' excellent condiment 
or cold meats and boiled mutton. 


A IJneen's Prison Carpet. 


Qneen Victoria is possessed of one 


of the most remarkable articles ever 
made in prison. The Superintendent 
of Agra Jail some months ago received 
an order to weave a carpet of special 
design for Her Majesty. On it twenty- 
eight of the deftest convicts of the es- 
tablishment have been engaged. The 
carpet measures seventy-seven feet by 
forty feet, and is estimated to contain 
no fewer than 50,000,000 stitches.

Linens that have been stained by 


tea or coffee may be cleansed by mois- 
tening the spots with water and hold- 
ing them over the fames of a small 
piece of burning sulphur or a few sul- 
phur matches. Wash immediately in 
water in which a little ammonia or 
soda has been dissolved. Stains that 
nothing else will remove are often 
taken out by the vapor arising from 
burning sulphur, but the material 
must be washed thoroughly at once.

utbuilding, arranging it so that the 
hiokens have liberty, but so tho hen 
an be confined. 
Cover the entire 
ront, except tho space occupied by 
he two lower boards, with screen 
ire. 
Removing the first lets the 
hickens out. 
Take off both, and the 
en has her liberty. When tho woath* 
r is stormy cover tho whole with old 
arpet or somo kind of a blanket. On 
leasant 'days, the hen and chickens 
an roam at will. When cool tempera- 
ures arrive, confine the hen, but give 
he chickens liberty. 
During snowy 
eather, coop up both hen and chick- 
ns, and feed well. 
With such treat* 
ent these chickens grow almost as 
apidly as in the summer. In tho early 
ring they will bring a fancy price 
the market, to say nothing of their 
aljio for home consumption.—Ameri- 
n Agriculturist.

That is surely enough of a difFer- 
to make the farmer, who realizes 
importance of the transportation 
uefttion, consider a change, if at ¡¿res- 
ft lie ii using the narrow tire. 
But 
farmer cannot make tho road 
ood by his use of the broad tire, 
here bhould bo an organized move- 
nent in every township favorable to 
he broard tire, which, instead of 
inking deep into tho roadway and 
•ndering it impassable, serves the 
urposo of a roller, hardening it and 
aking it more smooth. 
Tho broad tire aloue will not make 
ood roads, for there are ipany kinds 
difficulty to be overcome, and every 
ile of roadway offers one or more 
aouliar to itself. 
But in a country 
I fairly good roads there is perhaps 
o one tbing which will help so much 
preserve them as the faithful and 


GRAINS FOR POULTRY. 


With the majority of poultry keep­ 
ers grain constitutes tho principal 
part of their feeding ration, at least 
in money value. 
Of tho grain used in 
this country probably Indian corn 
outweighs tho rest. 
It is fed whole, 
cracked, ground, raw or cooked. Corn 
contains very little bone forming ma­ 
terial, while it is very rich in fat 
forming and warmth giving 
sub­ 
stances. Although corn produces eggs 
with yolks of dark color and rich fla­ 
vor, it is not recommended for layers 
uumixed with other grains. 
For fat­ 
tening: purposes it cannot bo excelled 
and should be fed in various forms to 
keep up the appetite. 


Oats are a good nervo food and are 
not fattening, but their sharpness is 
an objection to them, as is the amount 
of waste or useless matter in the 
husks, especially in poor, light grain. 
The first objection may bo removed 
by grinding them vory fine, but this 
Jis difficult to do. 
Oatmeal is an ex­ 
cellent food, but is rather expensive. 
If oats are to be fed whole or ground 
husks and all, the heavier they are the 
cheaper. 
Forty pound oats contain 
but little if any more weight of husks 
than twenty-eight or thirty pound 
oats. 
Very light or small oats will 
often not be eaten unless they are 
soaked and made larger. 
This does 
not add to their nourishment, but 
oompels bid die to get out what little 
there is in them. 
If hons that should 
lay aro too fat, a diet of oats will re­ 
duce tho fatness. 
Ground oats and 
boiled potatoes make an excellent 
food for producing fertile eggs and 
vigorous chickens. 


Wheat and its by-products, screen­ 
ings, bran and middlings, may form a 
part of an economical ration in many 
parts of our country. 
If screenings 
are used they should be fed raw, so 
the fowls should not bo compelled to 
eat the dust, poisonous seeds and 
other foulness contained in them. 
Moistened bran is apt to produce 
scours, especially during the winter, 
and if fed at all should be alternated 
with whole grain. 
Though wheat is 
rich in material for growth, easy of 
digestion and stimulates egg produc­ 
tion, it should bo fed loss freely than 
corn, as too much of it produces diar­ 
rhoea. 


In regions where corn cannot be 
successfully grown and barley may, 
the latter can bo used as a very fair 
substitute; though all that is eaten 
does not seem to bo digested, fowls 
will thrive on it for a While, and it 
may bo used in the make-up of a ra­ 
tion where raised or procured at a 
reasonable price. There is little value 
in barley m alt; it must bo fed fresh. 
If used too freely it scours. 


In this country buckwheat is fed 
more to make a glossy plumage than 
as a staplo part of the ration. 
It is 
very fattening, and in France, where 
largely used, it is said to be valuable 
in whitening tho flesh. 
The yolk of 
eggs produced from it are pale. 
Sun­ 
flower seeds are also good for giving a 
glossy plumage, and a few fed occa­ 
sionally whet the appetite. 


Millet and Hungarian, on account 
of their small size, aro very nice 
grains for young chicks, and where 
raised or when reasonable in price 
miy help make up the variety in the 
ration of fowls. 


In rice-growing States that grain is 
often the cheapest feed that can be 
procured. 
This is especially so when 
uroken, or dirty or discolored from 
wetting. 
It is claimed to be better 
than corn meal for young ohickens. 
In India it is much used for fattening 
poultry. 
It produces white flesh.— 
Farm, Field and Fireside. 


A (¿uecn’s Prison Carpet, 


Queen Victoria is possessed of one 
of the most remarkable articles ever 
made in prison. 
The Superintendent 
of Agra Jail some months ago received 
an order to weave a carpet of special 
design for Her Majesty. On it twenty- 
eight of the deftest convicts of the es­ 
tablishment have been engaged. 
The 
carpet measures seventy-seven feet by 
forty feet, and is estimated to contain 
no fewer than 50,000,000 stitches. 


RECIPES FOR PICKLING. 


To Picfcle Cucumbers to Last a Yoar 
•—Wash out and dry in tho sun a sound 
butter tub. 
Pour into it two gallons 
of boiling wator and in this dissolve 
enough sait to float an egg. 
It gener­ 
ally requires a pint and a half. 
Add 
to this ono ounce of saltpetre, and lot 
It stand until cold. 
Then pick cucum­ 
bers every day, as they ripeu ; wash 
them well and put them in the brine, 
continuing to do so until the tub is 
filled. 
Tako great caro 
in 
having 
good, sound and hard cucumbers. Any 
desired herbs, or a few pooled onions, 
san be put among them for flavoring. 
When the tub is filled, and tho brine 
is over tho cucumbers, spread a white 
sloth over them and put a board on 
top, with a stone on it so as to keep 
the cucumbers under water. 
Look 
iffcer tho cuoumbers at least once a 
tveek, and if any scum has gathered 
wash it off, put a clean cloth on top, 
ind replace the board and stone. 
In 
this way the cucumbers are utilized as 
they come from the garden, and, if 
Droperly attended to, will bo nice and 
îrisp, and keep all winter. 


Pickled Stringbeans That Can Bo 
Used as Salad—Make a brine strong 
snough to float an egg; string the 
oeans, and put them in it for twenty- 
four hours. 
Then pour off the brine 
md parboil the beans in vinegar. Fill 
çlass jars with them. 
Boil the vine­ 
gar for half an hour with all kinds of 
apices ; strain it, and dissolve in it 
some alum, allowing to every quart a 
piece of alum as largo as a hazelnut. 
Pour the vinegar hot over the beans, 
and close at once. 


Pickled Small White Onions—Peel 
the onions and boil them for a quar­ 
ter of an hour in equal quantities of 
milk and water ; drain them and put 
in glass jars. 
Boil whatever quantity 
of vinegar is required with the spice 
and pour boiling over the onions. Al­ 
low to every gallon of vinegar half an 
ounce of mace, a quarter of an ounce 
of white cloves, five tablespoonfuls of 
«alt and half an ounce of alum. These 
onions, although easy to prepare, will 
be found economical as well as a great 
relish. 
The milk makes them less 
pugnent and the alum makes them 
softer and helps to keep them all win­ 
ter. 


Pepper and Cabbage Pickle—This 
pickle is quickly made, economical 
and fit for daily use. 
Chop together 
six large-sized green peppers and one 
firm head of cabbage. 
While chop­ 
ping add one and a half cupfuls of 
salt, half a teaspoonful of cayenne 
pepper, a teaspoonful of ground all­ 
spice and one-half pound of white 
mustard seed. 
When chopped quite 
fine put in crocks or glass jars, cover 
with good, cold vinegar and tie up 
tight, so that no air gets in. 
It will 
be found to be ready for use in six 
weeks, and is an' excellent condiment 
for cold meats and boiled mutton. 


HOUSEHOIiD HINTS. 


Always fold a dress right side out 
for packing, as it will not wrinkle so 
much. 


If a little flour is rubbed over a loaf 
of cake before iceing it will prevent 
the frosting from spreading and run­ 
ning off so readily. 


Every housewife 
should impress 
upon the minds of her family that the 
bess sauce for any meat is cheerful­ 
ness. 
Laughter aids digestion, and 
people should never grumble while 
eating. 


In making Indian meal mush, cook 
it with milk instead of water, or part 
water and part milk if not convenient 
to use all milk. 
The pudding will be 
much richer, and when fried will 
more readily tako a nice brown, 


In giving medicines in liquid form 
to an infant place the point of the 
spoon containing tho medicine against 
the roof of the mouth. 
Administer­ 
ing it in this way it will be impossible 
for the child to choke or eject the 
medicine. 


In relaying carpets after the fall 
cleaning it is well to sprinkle some­ 
thing under the edges to destroy any 
carpet bugs 
that may be lurking 
around. 
As good a thing as can be 
used is a powder made of equal parts 
of camphor gum and tobacco, 


Milk weed pods make a fine down 
ior stuffing head rest cushions. 
Those 
fortunate enough to be in the country 
will have no trouble in finding plenty 
along tho road side, and can gather 
enough to bring homo with them for 
many a winter evening’s comfort. 


In 
washing anything made 
of 
chamois skins use warm water with a 
little ammonia in it. 
Wash by rub­ 
bing between the fingers, but do not 
wring the chamois. 
Presi it between 
the palms of tho hands to take out the 
water and hang before the fire or in 
the hot sun to dry quickly, rubbing 
and pulling the article into proper 
shape every few moments to prevent 
the skin drying hard and stiff. 


Linens that have been stained by 
tea or coffee may be cleansed by mois­ 
tening the spots with water and hold­ 
ing them over the fumes of a small 
piece of burning sulphur or a few sul­ 
phur matches. 
Wash immediately in 
water in which a little ammonia or 
soda has been dissolved. 
Stains that 
nothing else will remove are often 
taken oup by the vapor arising from 
burning sulphur, but the material 
must bo washed thoroughly at once.*

"Wliat matters how a poor fainting, 
friendless • governess or a half starved 
Bcamstrosa suffers? Give them hard labor 
and plenty of it. What If their health Is 
injured? Let thom die. , Lot Mrs. Castlo 
out of prison, Sir Matthew White Rldloy. 
She lias moved in tho best circles and sho 
has had no need to steal; but do notro- 
duco tho sentences of tho soamstress and 
governess by a single day. Tho best circles 
know thom not. They aro poor and help- 
loss, which. In tho opinion of all self ro- 
spoctlng persons, is In itsolf a crime." 


Commenting on tho recent oleotlon in 
tho United States, Mr. Lal>ouchero says: 
"If Bryan had buen wise lie would havo 
gone in for bimetallism, if it pleased him, 
but ho could hayo loft tho ratio indeflnito.

Telescopic Lenses, 


The great lenses, forty inches in 
clear aperture, for the Yerkes teles- 
cope, are now complete in the work- 
shop of Alvau G, Clark at Cambridge- 
IDort, Mass. 


An obáervatory, to bo under the 
control of Chicago University, has 
been equipped for the reception of the 
great telescope, and it will soon be in 
use. 
The tube, which is of steel and 
sixty-three feet long, was made in 
time for exhibition at Chicago during 
the Columbian Exposition, and is said 
to be equal to all the demands for 
strength, rigidity and easy movement. 
The two lenses composing tho objec- 
tive are of the simplest form. 
One is 
of crown and the other of flint glass, 
each being forty and a half inches in 
diameter. 
An inch and a half is cut 
off in mounting, giving a clear aper- 
ture of forty inches. 
The crown lense 
is double convex, thiee-quarters of an 
inch thick at the edge and two and 
three-quarters of an inch thick at tho 
center. 
Being well supported about 
the circumference, this thickness gives 
sufficient rigidity, although the weight 
is nearly two hundred pounds. 
The 
flint or negati\e lens is plano-concave, 
two inches thick on tho edge and 
about an inch and a quarter in the 
center, weighing 3000 pounds. 
These 
lenses have been tested for months by 
Mr. Clark, and local imperfections 
havo been corrected in the most care- 
ful manner. 


The production of the rough disks 
of glass was a lakor of great difficulty, 
and the final success of the makers in 
Paris marks a great advance in the 
manufacture of optical glass. 
One of 
the disks was completed and delivered 
at Cambridgeport long before the other 
was perfected, and it was necessary to 
await the production of both before 
the labor of grinding and polishing 
could be undertaken. 


It would not be surpri^ng if a teles- 
cope of forty-eight inches aperture 
were constructed within the next ten 
years and perhaps earlier.

the possible sagging of the glass from 
its own weight may become percepti- 
ble in a glass of fifty inches.

shows that tho limit has nob been 
reached, and no one can tell whether 
a iDroperly proportioned glass of forty-

i'-Litlle Kenliicliy.'^ 


"Little Kentucky," as it might be 
clubbed very appropriately, is located 
opposite Island No. 10, where Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee meet. The river, 
by gradually cutting outthe Kentucky 
bank, had worn off a narrow strip of 
land, until one bright morning several 
people who lived on this side of the 
line woke up to find themselves on the 
other side. 
In other words, the swift 
current had washed away ths nec!: of 
earth which made the extreme south- 
western corner ot this State a part 
of the commonwealth of KentucJcv, 
The section of territory thus separated 
from its parent, as it were, is ten miles 
long and five miles v/ide--quite a good 
mouthful to take in at one bite, even 
for the greedy Missisaippi. 


Every well-posted river man and 
every person who is acquainted with 
the geography and typography of this 
State will understand how such a 
thing could happen. 
Plight at the 
State lino the river forms a loop about 
ten miles long. 
The loop "xten.ds up 
into Fulton County. The swift stream 
has simply drawn ïhis noose tight and 
formed an island out of what was 
formerly a peninsula. 
Hickman is 
the plobest town of any size to the 
place where all this land making oc- 
curred. 
Darnell, a little hamlet over 
in Obion County, Tennessee, is quite 
near the spot. 


The boundary line between Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee has always been 
rather complicated down about Island 
No. 10, owing to the peculiar bend in 
the Mississippi mentioned above. The 
lakes, bayous and sloughs which bisect 
that corner of Fulton County in all 
directions also serve to mix matters. 
The biting off of such a large strip of 
soil will add to the general confusion, 
and the question may arise as to 
whether **Little Kentucky" will here- 
after belong to the domain of the 
volunteer State or still be a part and 
parcel of the dark and bloody ground.

ing about it recently, he said: "We ran 
into tho Marshall group in September 
last in the course of our tour through 
the islands, and our intention was at- 
tracted to this huge barge resting on a 
reef. I made a careful examination of 
it, but tho only marks of identification 
on it wei*© the word 'Transfer* abrl 
tho abbreriation 'CaL' The rest of the 
name and tho port had been obliterated. 


"There were narrow gauge tracks on 
it. and Ji couple of big cranes still in- 
tact and very well preserved. 
The 
barpe itself was pretty badly weather 
beaten, but It was still In very good 
condition. It was about 150 feet long, 
built of heavy timbers. 
The bottom 
had been copper covered, but the na- 
tives had stripped that off. They had 
made an attempt to break the craft up, 
too, but that was beyond their power, 


*'The experiences of that barge Avouid 
l)e hard to conjecture. 
It may have 
drifted tho 4.000 odd miles which di- 
vide our coast and the Marshalla iu 
a very short space of time, or it mights 
have taken a remarkably long period.*' 


Inquiry among shipping men as to 
the identity of the strange craft failed 
to throw any light upon the subject. 
There is no record of the loss of any 
such barge, and the general Impression 
is that it was probably swept away 
from one of the lower coast ¡jorts by 
a storm, and carried out to sea. to be 
guided by wind and sea to the Mar-

The outlet from the upper 
lake being small, the force of the wind 
keeps the water back in the big lake, 
causing the river to become very low.—

Women of the middle class -who 
need domestic help had better, there- 
fore, become wise in time: and, first, 
they should reduce the style of their 
establivshments and raise their charai*- 
ter. Tho present state of things is evil 
and absurd; it tends to make the pub- 
lic in their sections mutually contempc- 
uous instead of universally respectful, 
and it thus becomes a means 
and 
cause of social degradation. 
The out- 
cry of our Londoners about bad trade 
is öfter a result of feeblenc^ss and 
want of clear discernment. 
Thore is, 
lu fact, excess of trade in unproduc- 
tive vanities, diverting capital from 
reproductive Avork, aud people in the 
main are living much above a prudent 
scale of outlaj'. 
A few save iheir 
money and inveRt it; but Ihe majority 
seek merely to appear perhaps a quar- 
ter richer than they actually are, and 
thus they make themselves at once 
ridiculous and impoverished. 


Were they to rid tliemselves of half 
their foolish furniture and duly scrub 
their floors they might live decently 
without dependence upon ill-condition- 
ed servant girls, and might also multi- 
ply deposits at the bank. 
AVhat avü 
have now declared is no new thing, 
no first discovery. 
Some forty years 
ago a London preacher found it need- 
ful to exhort his congregation to a gen- 
eral abatement of their annual ex- 
penditure and style of living. 
The 
advice, like much advice of value, 
firmly given, 
\vithout 
vanity, 
was 
taken in good part, and the result was 
good. Why cannot other ministers in 
London do the same? 
Economy in 
habitude of life, in family and per- 
sonal expenditure, is the foundation of 
a multitude of virtues, and especially 
of individual self-respect and of finan- 
cial liberality.—Quai-terly Review.

urpogo of a roller, hardening it and 
taking it more smooth, 
'i'lib broad tire alone will not make 
[ood roads, for there are many kinds 
difficulty to be overcome, and every 
iil# of roadway offers one or more 
dijur to itself. 
I3ut in a country 
ri ftirly good roads there is perhaps 
ona thing which will help so much 
pr^erve them as the faithful and 


i^encral employment of the broad tire- 
It is one of the reforms which lies 
within the reach of all to assist in, 
and it is a most important one. 


The cost of bad roads to the people 
of the United States is estimated by 
Professor Latta, of Purdue üniver- 
Bity, who bases his figures upon the 
certified experience of the farmers of 
forty Indiana counties, 
amounts to 
seventy-seven cents au acre annually, 
or $50 a square mile of farm area. 
There are 1,000,000 square miles of 
farm area in the country, which gives 
UB ©500,000»0ü0 as the amount annu- 
ally assessed against'the people as a bad 
roads tax—and the farmer pays ful- 
ly ninety per cent, of it. 
He doesn't 
got a penny more for his product be- 
cause he is obliged to haul it over 
abominable roads.—Parmer's Voice. 


HOUSEHOLD AFFAIRS, 


GRAINS rOR POUIiTKT. 


With the majority of poultry keep- 
ers grain constitutes the principal 
part of their feeding ration, at least 
in money value. 
Of tho grain used iu 
this country probably Indian corn 
outweighs the rest. 
It is fed whole, 
cracked, ground, raw or cooked. Corn 
contains very little bone forming ma- 
terial, while it is very rich in fat 
forming and warmth 
giving 
sub- 
stances. Although corn produces eggs 
with yolks of dark color and rich fla- 
vor, it is not recommended for layers 
unmixed with other grains. 
For fat- 
tening purposes it cannot be excelled 
and should be fed in various forms to 
keep up the appetite. 


Oats are a good nervo food and are 
not fatteninsr, but their sharpness is 
an objection to them, as is tho amount 
of waste or useless matter in the 
huskfi, especially in poor, light grain. 
The first objection may be removed 
by grinding them very fine, but this 
is dilficulfe to do. 
Oatmeal is an ex- 
cellent food, but is rather expensive. 
If oats are to be fed whole or ground 
husks and all, the heavier they are the 
cheaper. 
Forty pound oats contain 
but httle if aay more weight of husks 
than twenty-eight or thirty pound 
oats. 
Very light or small oats will 
often not be eatoii unless they are 
soaked and made larger. 
This does 
not add to their nourishment, but 
compels biddie to get out what little 
there is in them. 
If hens that should 
lay are too fat, a diet of oats will re- 
duce tho fatness. 
Ground oats and 
boiled potatoes make 
an 
excellent 
food for producing fertile eggs and 
vigorous chickens. 


Wheat and its by-products, screen- 
ings, bran and middlings, may form a 
part of an economical ration in many 
parts of our country. 
If screenings 
are used they should be fed raw, so 
the fowls should not be compelled to 
eat the dust, poisonous seeds and 
other foulness contained in them. 
Moistened bran is apt to produce 
scours, especially during the winter, 
and if fed at all should be alternated 
with whole grain. 
Though wheat is 
rich in material for growth, easy of 
digestion and stimulates egg produc- 
tion, it should be fed loss freely than 
corn, as too much of it produces diar- 
rha3a. 


In regions where corn cannot bo 
successfully grown and barley may, 
the latter can bo used as a very fair 
substitute; though all that is eaten 
does not seem to be digested, fowls 
will thrive on it for a M^ile, and it 
may bo used in the make-up of a ra- 
tion where raised or procured at a 
reasonable price. There is little value 
in barley malt; it must be fed fresh. 
If used too freely it scours, 
. In this country buckwheat is fed 
more to make a glossy plumage than 
as a staple part of the ration. 
It is 
very fattening, and in France, where 
largely used, it is said to be valuable 
in whitening tho flesh. The yolk of 
eggs produced from it are pale. 
Sun- 
flower seeds are also good for giving a 
glossy plumage, and a few fed occa- 
sionally whet the appetite. 


Millet and Hungarian, on account 
of their small size, are very nice 
grains for young chicks, and where 
raised or when reasonable in price 
miy help make up the variety in the 
ration of fowls. 


In rice-growing States that grain is 
often the cheapest feed that can be 
procured. 
This is especially so when 
Droken, or dirty or discolored from 
wetting. 
It is claimed to be better 
than corn meal for young chickens. 
In India it is much used for fattening 
poultry. 
It produces white 
flesh.— 
Farm, Field and Fireside.

To Picfile Cucumbers to Last a Year 
—Wash out and dry in tho sun a sound 
butter tub. 
Pour into it two gallons 
of boiling water and in this dissolve 
enongh salt to float au egg. 
It gener- 
ally requires a pint and a half. 
Add 
to this one ounco of saltpetre, and lot 
tt stand until cold. 
Then pick cucum- 
bers every day, ns they ripen ; wash 
them well and put them in the brine, 
continuing to do so until tho tub is 
filled. 
Take great care 
in 
having 
good, sound and hard cucumbers. Any 
iesired herbs, or a few pooled onions, 
5an be put among them for flavoring. 
When the tub is filled, and tho brine 
is over tho cucumbers, si^read a white 
jloth over them and put a board on 
iop, with a stone on it so as to keep 
tho cucumbers under water. 
Look 
ifter tho cucumbers at least once a 
veek, and if any ecum has gathered 
tvash it off, put a clean cloth on top, 
ind replace the board and stone. 
In 
this way the cucumbers are utilized as 
they come from tho garden, and, if 
Droperly attended to, will bo nice and 
jrisp, and keep all winter. 


Pickled Stringbeans That Can Bo 
tised as Salad—Mako a brine strong 
5nough to float an egg; string tho 
Deans, and put them iu it for twenty- 
four hours. 
Then pour off the brine 
ind parboil the beans in vinegar. Fill 
^lass jars with them. 
Boil the vine- 
gar for half an hour with all kinds of 
spices; strain it, and dissolve iu it 
some alum, allowing to every quart a 
piece of alum as largo as a hazelnut. 
Pour the vinegar hot over the beans, 
and close at once. 


Pickled Small White Onions—Peel 
the onions and boil them for a quar- 
ter of an hour in equal quantities of 
milk and water; drain them and put 
in glass jars. 
Boil whatever quantity 
of vinegar is required with the spice 
and pour boiling over the onions. Al- 
low to every gallon of vinegar half an 
ounce of mace, a quarter of an ounce 
of white cloves, five tablespoonfuls of 
ialt and half an ounce of alum. 
These 
onions, although easy to prepare, will 
be found economical as well as a great 
relish. 
The milk makes them less 
pugnent and the alum makes them 
softer and helps to keep them all win- 
ter. 


Pepper and Cabbage Pickle—This 
pickle is quickly made, economical 
and fit for daily use. 
Chop together 
six large-sized green peppers and one 
firm head of cabbage. 
While chop- 
ping add one and a half cupfuls of 
salt, half a teaspoonful of cayenne 
pepper, a teaspoonful of ground all- 
spice and one-half 
pound of white 
mustird seed. 
When chopped quite 
fine put in crocks or glass jare, cover 
with good, cold vinegar and tie up 
tight, so thai no air gets in. 
It will 
be found to be ready for use in six 
weeks, and is an' excellent condiment 
for cold meats and boiled mutton.
